The Middle-East question! 
has been plaguing the west-' 
irn world on a big scale ever 
ince the collapse of the Ot-; 
toman empire In 1018. Be­ 
fore that, for thousands of 
years, it was the high road of' 
conquest for Genghis Khan,! 
Sennacherib, Alexander t h e j 
Great, the Caesars, Napoleon, i 
and a less important mixture' 
of greedy and unprincipled 
despot x, !

Today, in addition to the j 
basic inherent problems of 
religious hatreds, .hunger, 
hopelessness, exploitation, il­ 
literacy, we find two new ele­ 
ments which add to the chaos 

"and Uncertainty: Tire estab­ 
lishment of the State of Is­ 
rael; and the entry of the So­ 
viet Union into Middle East­ 
ern affairs to fill the vacuum 
created by the decline of 
British and French power. .. 
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Our proposals on the Mid­ 

dle East tend to deal only 
with temporary m e a s u r e s, 
with relatively small dollar 
grants and relatively risky 
and dangerous military com­ 
mitments. President Eisen- 

khower's plan for the Middle 
East is a starter, but like our 
previous plans is only sooth­ 
ing oil for a deep rooted ma­ 
lignancy of complicated prog- 
noiis. Present UN interven­ 
tion is also a temporary meas­ 
ure to neutralize the unfor­ 
tunate attack upon Egypt. 
The real danger is apparent 
in the present vacuum which 
finds some 50,000,000 Ber­ 
bers, Copts, Kurds, etc., who 
speak the common language 
of Arabic, who find them­ 
selves like their forebears 
hungry, hopeless, restive, 
and natural targets for the 
demagoguery of fanatical na­ 
tionalists and conspiralory 
Communists.

Add to this the Arab-He­ 
brew hostility and you have 
dements that poison the 
prospects for peace and sta­ 
bility. It is in the atmosphere 
of such an impasse that we 
propose some ideas born only 
from our rye-witness experi­ 
ences on the M i d d 1 e E a s t 
over the past 25 years, and 
from a genuine desire to

likelihood would engulf the
U. S., Europe, Russia, the
colonials of Africa and per-
iiaps the world. ;
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It is our opinion that Presi­ 

dent Eisenhowcr's success in 
bringing King Saud to the 
If. S. at this time is the great- 
eit triumph of U. S. foreign 
policy in the Middle East, 
especially following the Pres­ 
ident's denunciation of the 
attack upon Egypt. King Al 
S»ud Is the most powerful 
Arab among 50,000.000 
Arabs. His c o u n t r y, Saudi 
Arabia, is the richest in the 
Middle East and with the 
Arabian-Caspian oil deposits 
of some 60 per cent of the 
world's oil, their strength 
and potential Is limitless. 
King Saud is (lie most out­ 
spoken foe of Communism in 
the Middle East. Me has been 
the source of IF. S. intelli­ 
gence against Russia. He does 
not need V. S. dollars. We 
control, through the Arabian- 
American Oil Co. all of his 
oil and at 50 per cent royalty, 
which h« receives, he is glad 
that we do. We believe (lie 
President invitee* him In use 
him as the key to our Middle 
East policy. There is no one

who can do it better in the: 
Middle East and lie is one 
Arab capable of whittling 
Nasser down to size. 
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Since Egypt will not deal 

with the present Suez Canal 
owners, France and Britain, 
it might deal with a new 
holding company made up of 
U. S., Swedish, Dutch and 
other neutral representatives, 
only as an alternative. Or, i 
for Britain and France to 
agree to enter into ncgolia- j 
lions With Egypt, but not at i 
a "London-conference" as be- j 
fore, but in Cairo, where! 
such conference belongs. 
This'Can be accomplished* if 
Britain, France and Israel 
compensate Egypt for the 
damage caused by their re­ 
cent attack, which in our 
opinion they should.

An Egyptian canal authori­ 
ty could be established until 
the expiration of the present 
Treaty of 1888, which has an­ 
other 12 years to run to 1969. 
Egypt is without funds to 
keep up the canal, nor has it 
the know-how to improve it. 
If Egypt is given a reasonable 
revenue from the canal prof­ 
its, it is our opinion that she 
would agree. This is the first 
obstacle to a solution of the 
Middle East problem. 
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Since no peace-treaty Is 

possible between Israel and 
Arab states until the 800,000 
refugees are rehabilitated, it 
would be to the interests of 
Israel to compensate, or in- 
vile back to their homes in 
Palestine, all for m e r deed 
holders of property who want 
to go back and to compen­ 
sate them for the loss of rev­ 
enue, and for the use of their 
property since 1949. The U. 
S, should consider financial 
assistance, along with the 
world bank, to the State of 
Israel for this purpose. As a 
further step, the area of Gaza 
should be given lo Israel and 
the Gulf of Aqaba and other 
points of contention should 
be placed under UN trustee­ 
ship, so as to allow Israel free 
movement along the Mediter­ 
ranean, as well as toward its 
southernmost port of Elath 
in the Gulf of Aqaha. Dis­ 
crimination of Israeli ships in 
the Suez Canal should be 
ended.
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The former Brititsh buffer 

state of Jordan should be 
abolished and its impotent 
king given a pension and re­ 
nt oved from the political 
scene. Nearly 75 per cent of 
Ihe 1.300.000 present resi­ 
dents of Jordan are refugees 
supported and fed by the 
United Nations. Most of these 
people are Hashemitcs and' 
belong to Iraq, also a Hashe- j 
mite kingdom. This would re- i 
move this political abortion j 
from the borders of Arab and 
Jew and create greater sta-! 
bility and realism. All of Jer-1 
usalcm and Bethlehem should j 
be internationalized and pro- j 
tectcd by a United Nation; 
permanent police force. j

The root of the crisis In j 
the Middle East for centuries i

has been the lack of water 
. . . which results in the lack i 
of food. Water is the key .to, 
the abolishment of poverty   
and hunger in the Middle! 
East, as oil is to the area 
from Iran to Saudi Arabia. 
There are several sources for 
water in thr M i d d 1 c Kasl: 
One is, of course, rainfall and 
the ability to prcsrne this' 
rainfall to advantage in res­ 
ervoirs, w h i c h now are al­ 
most non-existent. 2. The con-: 
version of salt water lo fresh 
irrigation water I h r o u g h j 
alomlc energy. 3.'The use of 
petroleum, w h i c h is in 
abundance and cheap in the 
Middle East, until atomic en­ 
ergy can take over. 4. The 
Aswan dam and other similar 
projects to utilize the force 
of the Nile to irrigate one- 
third of the arable land of 
Egypt. 5. To harness power 
from the flow of the Tigris, 
Euphrates and Jordan rivers. 
If the free world contributed 
as much for such purposes as 
we contribute for military 
weapons abroad, we would

be well on th» way to licking 
In* major problem of conten­ 
tion.
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In spite of the present cm- j 

phasls on military security 
against Sovicty attack, or In­ 
filtration, Ihe problems of 
the Middle East are essential­ 
ly economic. Any attempt to 
solve them with military 
means, by arousing the Arab 
stales to arm against Soviet i 
aggression, will, in our opin- i 
ion. fall. The United Nations; 
should be utilized as an inter-' 
national influence in prefer-j 
cncc |i> imilatcrial assistance 
from the United Slates. I

The Arab slates prefer to j 
consider both the United: 
Stale and Russia from a neu-: 
tral point of view in prefer­ 
ence to taking sides. This is 
the best bargaining position j 
for them whether we like il 
or not.-They will do business 
with us if we outbid other 
offers from any quarter. This 
is the basis of U. S. success 
and influence in the Middle 
East, as against power-poll- 
tics and bribes, and because 
of it the Arabs prefer to do 
business with us. Our reluc^ 
lance lo mix polilics with 
business has impressed the 
Middle East after its long 
and disappointing experi­ 
ences with others.

The United Slates is in a 
most enviable position today 
In the Middle East through 
Ihe appearance of King Saud 
in Washington. We should 
dcemphasize the fear of So­ 
viet military invasion, which 
the Arabs do not take seri­ 
ously. They don't take it seri­ 
ously even though it's a real 
threat, because they are hun­ 
gry and hopeless ... and fears 
of Russia.are secondary to 
fears of starvation. The U. S. 
can break the ominous dead­ 
lock in the Middle En st 
thhigh King Sand. I hi' Unit­ 
ed Nations and the World 
bank, not through unilateral 
proposals which commit more 
of our depleting wealth and 
give (he impression of im­ 
perialism lo the millions of 
Arabs who have known noth­ 
ing hut exploitation and op­ 
pression- at the hands of for­ 
eign powers from time im­ 
memorial.
